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PROTECTED CRUISER NO. 6. 


Proposats for a twin-screw steel protected 
cruiser of about 5,500 tons displacement will be 
opened at 12 o’clock noon, June 10, 1890. Her pria- 
cipal dimensions are: Length of mean load water 
line, 380 feet; breadth, extreme, 53 feet; draught of 
water, mean, 21 feet 6 inches; displacement on Dor- 
mal draught, 5,500 tons; indicated horse powet, 13,- 

: speed, 20 knots. The vessel is designed on 
the cellular system of double bottom. The flat 
keel consists of an outer plate of 22)¢ lbs. The out- 
side bottom plating is generally of 20 lbs., doubled 
at the water line and with 40 1b., sheer strake. The 
protective deck is 44 inches thick on the slopes and 
2 inches on the flat over the machinery space, and 3 
inches thick on the slopes and 2 inches on the flat of 
deck forward and ait. The rudder is built up and 
conforms to the lines of the vessel, being wholly 
below the water line. 

Both the main and auxiliary steering gear are lo- 
eated below the protective deck, and van be oper- 
ated either by hand or steam from the after part of 
superstructure or by steam alone from chart house 
and conning tower forward. There are too steel 
masts with double military tops, the search lights 
being mounted in the upper tops. The boats are all 
arranged to be stowed inboard out of the way of 
the fire of the guns. 

There is an iustallation of a complete incandes- 
cent electric ligbt system, electric call bells, annun- 
ciators, mechanical telegraphs, water alarms, etc. 
The system of ventilation is of the most approved 
kind with blowers for the exhaust of the vitiated 
air from spaces below the gun deck, and ample ar- 
rangements for natural ventilation abov >. 

The hull is subdivided into numerous water-tight 
compartments, with three compartments in each of 
the four boiler rooms; athwartship water-tight coal 
bunkers separate the two forward boiler rooms 
from the after boiler rooms, and the latter from the 
engine rooms, and fore and aft coal bunkers extend 
outboard of the boilers and engine spaces. The 
space between the protective and berth decks com- 

rises over 75 water. tight compartments. A water- 

ight centre line bulkhead extends the full length of 
the machine space thus placing the port and 
starboaid engines in separate compartments. 

Quarters are provided for twenty-five officers and 
a crew of 441 men. The magazines and shell rooms 
are located to provide for the convenient serving of 
the guns. 

A belc of woodite 33 inches thick, in cofferdams 
extending 4 feet above and 4 feet 5 inches below the 
load water line, extends the whole length of the 
vessel. Coal protection is afforded to the machinery 
by the Jocation of the bunkers along the side below 
the protective deck and above tae deck for the 
length of the boiler and enginespace. The bull 
plating is increased in thickness in wake of all ma- 
chine guns. 

The machinery as designed by the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering is intended to develop 13,500 
1. H. P. when at its maximum, which will propel the 
ship about 204 knots. 

The engines are twoin number, of the inverted 
vertical direct acting type triple expansion, one on 
each shaft; the ship being propelled by twin 
screws. 

The diameters of cylinders are 42, 59 and 92 inches 
by 42inch stroke. Tney are intended to be driven 
128 revolutions per minute. The boilers are six in 
pumber, and are intended to carry 160 pounds per 
square inch. No boilers of this size and pressure 
have hitherto been built in the United States. The 
steel of the shells is 1 19-64 inches thick. 

With the full coal supply, 1,300 tons, at 2044 knots 
8 and under fo draught, the vessel will 
travel 2,191.86 knots in nearly four and one half 
days; at al0-knot cruising speed under natural 
draught and full coal supply, ber radius of action 
would be nearly 13,000 knots, with an endurance of 
about fifty-five days. 

The main battery consists of two 8 in. B. L. R. and 
ten 4in. B. L. R. The 8in. rifles are mounted on 
the centre line in barbette turrets 4 in. thick, one at 
the forward and one at the after end of the super- 
structure, and train from directly ahead or asierno 
to fifty degrees on each side, abaft or before the 
beam, respectively. The ammunition is supplied 
tbrough armored tubes 3in. thick, which permit 
loading in any position. The 41n. guns are mounted 
on improved central pivot mounts, and protected 
by fixed segmental shields 4in. thick; four of these 
guos forward bave a firefrom direct ahead to 63 
degrees abaft the beam; the four after guns have a 
similar train before the beam; thetwo 4in. cuns 
amidships have a broadside train through 146 de- 
grees. The fire of all the forward and after guns 
respectively can be concentrated upon an object 
the length of the vessel directly ahead or astern. 
The secondary battery consista of eight 6 pdrs., six 
3 gow and 14 machine guns, wounted to be clear 
of the smoke and fire of the main battery and for 
efficient action against boat attacks. Wherever 
paoeeen protection is afforded the machine guns 

y plating 2 in. thick. In each of the lower mill- 
tary tops are mounted a 37 mm. Maxim and al pdr. 
Hotchkiss. An allowance of 150 rounds will be pro- 
vided for each of the 8 in. and 4in. guns. An aver- 
age of about 3,600 rounds is allowed for each of the 
guns in the secondary battery. 

The torpedo outfit consists of six launching tubes 
for Howell automobile torpedoes, one fixed at the 
stem, one at the stern, and two training tubes on 
each broadside.

He then 
sent fer Lieut. Berryman, of the marines, and ord- 
ered him to bring his camera and take a picture of 
Walker as he then appeared. Lieut. Berryman tuok 
two pictures of the man, but failed to develop the 
negatives. 

Cupt. Erben asked Kline why be bhadn’t reported 
to Capt. McCalla the fact that he had given Seaman 
Graham, who was in irons for five days for leaving 
his post, permission to leave the devck while he 
(Kline) was officer of the deck. Kline replied that 
he had no opportunity. Then Mr. Menzies plied 
him with questions to get him to admit that it was 
out of spiteful motives against McCalla that he al- 
lowed the seaman to remain in irons. Kline insisted 
that he didn’t think it was any of his business. 
Then Mr. Menzies wanted to know if the witness 
wasn’t really asleep in the pilot house, as Capt. Mc- 
Calla said he found him at Antwerp, but on appeal- 
ing to the court Kline was relieved from answering 
the question. 

Admiral Harmouy announced to Capt. McUaila 
that the court refused his request for an oral sum- 
ming up on the part of his counsel instead of the 
written statement which the rules require.

Lieut. Ingersoll described in detail the striking of 
Fireman John E. Walker by Comdr. McCalla. He 
said, on cross-examination, that more and. choicer 
oaths were used on board ship than anywhere else. 
Mr. Menzies's questions were put to show that the 
sailors were almost on the verge of a mutiny at the 
time, and he asked if Lieut. Ingersoll didn’t think 
the occasion a remarkable one. 

“Yes, sir, it was,’’ said the witness. 

“Tell the Court in what way it was remarkable.” 

“Well,” was the reply, “before this time I had 
never seen & Man gagged, or struck with asword, or 
doused with water by an officer in the Navy.” 

Comdr. McCalla was served on Tuesday with a 
summons in asuit which has been brought against 
bim in the Supreme Court of Kings County for $15.- 
000 damages by Fireman Walker. Walker alleges in 
the complaint that he was violently, cruelly and 
brutally struek three times on the back of the head 
with the sharp edge of a sword, and that he lost a 
large quantity of blood. He avers he was kept in 
irons while in great pain and agony for 3 days, and 
for a long time was subject to tits in consequence of 
his treatment. Messrs. Klein and Rendich, of Brook- 
lyn, who are Walker’s attorneys, also served a no- 
tice on Capt. McCalla, informing him that they have 
a lien tor their fees and services in the cause of ac- 
tion, and notifying him not to make any settlement 
with Walker. From this it is evident that the 
case has been taken on a contingent fee. Walker 
has no money. 

On Thursday Sergeant Monroe testified that he 
did pot think Fireman Walker was such an excep- 
tionally hard case, though he made an impartial 
distribution of profane denunciations of every offi- 
cer of the ship ip times that included the entire 
ship’s crew in the audience. Mr. Menzies endeavored 
to betray the witness into a contradiction of his 
previous testimony that Walker had not been rea- 
soned with. The Times report has this:

CORRUGATED FURNAUVES FOR LOCOMOTIVES 


TueE Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, of April 19, 
states that the makers of the new Strong locomotive 
have adapted the corrugated turnaces to its boilers 
and found them a very large factor in the efficiency 
of the motor as well as the durability of the boiler. 
Five of these locomotives have been turned out, one 
of which bas been for some montbsin use on the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton R.R. Mr. Neil- 
son, the general superintendent of that railroad, in 
a detailed commendation of the exceptional power 
of the engine to draw heavy trains at very high 
speed, to overcome long and considerable gradex, 
holding its steam unimpaired at tae end, and to en- 
dare the wear and tear of continuous duty for 
mavy months, ascribes this in a large degree to the 
system uf combustion in the boilers. The superin- 
tendent estimates that the average life of boilers

Combustion is more 
perfect and from a quarter to a third more energy is 
gotten out of a given amount of fuel, with an almost 
entire avoidance of the black smoke and clouds of 
cinders proceeding from bituminous coal. Mr. Neil- 
son says: “No. 444, on the Lebigh Valley R. R., has 
run two years and a half; the fire-box and boiler 
are as good as pew; not a leaky tube in the latter, 
and not adollar has been spent for repairs in all 
that time.” 


VALOR AND SKILL IN THE CIVIL WAR. 


THE Century for May, the month of Memorial Day, 
is made notable by the number and variety of arti- 
cles 1t contains which concern our pational life and 
history. A series of articles, varied in style and 
subject, but all having reference to Memorial Day, 
are a short sketch, ‘* A Decoration Day wey b 
Brander Matthews; ‘* Theodore O’ Hara,” b bert 
Burns Wilson, with which is given in full O'Hara’s 
stirring battle-song, ** The Bivouac of the Dead ;” a 
poem, “Twilight Song. For Unknown Buried Sol- 
diers North and South,” by Walt Whitman; anda 
Memorial Day ode, ** The Fallen,” by John Vance 
Cheney; besides appropriate articles in Topics and 
Open Letters. George L. Kilmer writes of * The 
G. A. R. from the Loside,” Rossiter Johnson writes 
of ** Martial Epitaphs.” : } 

Two articles discuss the relative merits of the 
Blue and the Gray in the triais of battle. Gen. The- 
odore A. Dodge says that his ** list of 50 battles gives 
20 victories to the Confederates, an equal number to 
the Federals, and leaves 10 which may fairly be 
ealled drawn. In these 50 battles, at the point of 
fighting contact, the Confederates outnumbered the 
Federals by an averdge of about two per cent. 

* As regards brilliant assaults upon regular works, 
the Confederates were never called on to show such 
devotion as was manifested by the Federals at Fred- 
ericksburg, the several assaults at Vicksburg and 
Port Hudson, Spottsylvania, Cold Harbor, and 
Petersburg. few trials of fighting qualities, in any 
war, go beyond some of these. 

“As will be seen from the table of forces, after the 
winter of 1863-64, the Union forces so vastly outnum- 
bered the Confederates, that comparison of the 
merits of actual fighting becomes more difficult. We 
ean deduce little from the battles except stanch pur- 
pose on the Federal, and brilliant courage, coupled 
with marvellously able military management, on 
the Confederate side. But if one will take the pains 
to tabulate the numbers actually eogazed duriag all 
but the last months of the crumbling away of the 
Confederate armies, there appear plainly two facts: 
first, that the Confederates, by superior manage- 
ment aod better position, opposed to the Federals 
fully equal numbers at the point of fightiuge con- 
tact; and secondly, that of the combats during the 
entire struggle the Federale had their full share of 
the victories. 

“It is certain that the statistics of the war rob the 
wearers of the blue and the gray of the right to 
boast one at the expense of the other. Neither can 
claim superiority in actual battle. ‘Ihe case bears 
enough sembiance to Greek meeting Greek to satisfy 
the reasonable aspirations of either ‘Yank’ or 
* Johnny.’ 

* And in this connection it may not be amiss, once 
more, to give our national self-esteem a bonne bouche 
in the following table:

“From this table it is mamfest that, excepting 
only the troops of Frederick and Napoleon, the 
American volunteer bas shown bimself equal to tak- 
ing the severest punishment of any troops upon the 
field of battle. The wonderfully pertinacious tactics 
of those two great captains, rather than the discip- 
line of their troops, explains the excess of loss of 
their batties. And while the capacity to face heavy 
loss is but one of the elements which go to make up 
the soldier, it is perhaps of them ail the most 
telling.” 
These tables show, too, that the improvement in 
modern arms tends to diminish rather than to in- 


crease the percentages of loss in battles.— EDITOR. 











PROMOTION BY SENLORITY OR SELECTION 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


_ THe line of the Army is avery interested baste 
in the question of promotion to the head of sta 
departments, and should have a goud deal to say 
aboutit. By taking from the President his pres 
ent very reasonable and proper prerogative, who 
knows what man neither suitable in dignity nor 
possessing more than very average ability, might be 
plaved in a position where he would surely do no 
good and might doa great dealof harm. 

Men of recognized ability, who have served with 
troops and who bave shown by act and deed that 
they take a broad and active interest in the Army 
at large and not, as is so often the case, confined to 
their own special department or corps, should be 
selected for heads of departments, and the element 
of chance eliminated. 

Let us hope that the interests of no one man or set 
of men may be allowed to influence legislation ia 
this particular. 

A cry bas occasionally gone forth, unheard or un- 
heeded, from the lieutenants oi the line who are the 
only class of officers who are debarred from lineal 
promotion, some of whom have iu consequence seen 
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bundreds of their junior: jump over their head. 
Some legislation for their relief would not be dan- 
gerous; in the other case it undoubtedly would te, 
very. . 


PROMOTION BY SENIORITY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue bill introduced by Mr. Spinola, of New York, 
is certainly a most excellent one. lt provides that 
promotions io the staff corps be made by seniority, 
to include all gradez. It should also apply to pro- 
motions in the line, to include all grades, especially 
in time of peace. 

A colonel of the line who in time of peace is not 
fit to fill the place of brigadier general should be 
brought before a board and retired from Service. 

Such a bill would ony relieve the President 
and members of Congress from a great deal of an- 
noying pressure and solicitation. At each vacancy 
that now occurs (for brigadier general) we witness 
a rush of such colonels as think they have any 
chance to the telegraph offices and to Washington. 
Political and social influence is brought to bear on 
members of Congress and on the President, aod in 
the making of the appointment real merit cuts but 
asmall figure. ** The longest pole gets the persio- 
mon.” Such officers as keep themselves well adver- 
tised in the newspapers, or who by marriage or by 
birth are related to those who carry iutiuence in 
Washington, generally get there. Tbe officer who 
is modest, does his duty in the Far West, and dis- 
dains to use political influence, or who has no 
recommendation save that of his superiors (earued 
by long, faithful and meritorious services), is over- 
looked and forgotten. 

To remedy this and do justice to all alike, let all 
appointments (in time of peace) be by seniority. Lt 
would be better for the discipline of the Army; it 
would tend to subject the Army to less adverse 
criticism in the newspapers, for these scrambles for 
place do not look well to the public. It is very un- 
soldierly. ‘ 

We need reform ino this respect. As long as one 
officer uses political influence, all must needs do it, 
or get left out. There should bea law that “any 
officer of the Army or Navy, who through any 
Senator, member of Congress, or person connected 
with the administration, solicits from the Presi- 
dent, or the War or Navy Departments, any pre- 
ferment or promotion, or in whose interest any 
Sepvator, member of Congress, or person connected 
with the Administration appears, shall thereby be 
debarred from such preferment or promotion, and 
when it appears that such influence has been ured 
in said person’s behalf, said appomtment shall not 
be confirmed.” After long years of vervice, an 
officer's record is well known to the War Depart- 
ment, Should the President require information, 
he can get it there in case there 1s an appointment 
to be made to the staff corps, How few officers are 
appointed to the staff corps solely by reason of their 
fitness and through the recommendations of their 
superior officers ? 

A great deal of this political wirepulling is prob- 
ably useless and therefore the more unsesmly. 
How tired members of Congress must be of march- 
ing to the White House in behalf of certain officers, 
whose case is chronic. The cry of the good men is 
* Hands off,” **We stand on our record and what 
our superiors say of us.”’ A LINE UFFICER.

IN MEMORY OF GRANT. 


THE memory of Gen. Grant was fully honored 
April 27, bis birthday, also on April 26 and 28, in 
many sections of the country. Oo April 26a ban- 
quet at Delmonico’s, New York City, was a great oc- 
casion. 

Gen. Horace Porter presided, and at his right was 
Gen. W.T. Sherman, then Chauncey M. Depew, Gen. 
Wazer Swayne, and the Rev. Dr. John R. Paxton. 
At Gen. Porter's left was the speaker of the even- 
ing, Joseph H. Choate, who told of the * Day We 
Celebrate;"" Gen. H. W. Slocum, Rear Admiral 
Braine, and Sefior Romero, the Mexican Minister. 
An interesting episode of the evening was the en- 
trance amid cheers of Mrs. Grant, Mrs. Collis, Mra. 
Noble, Mrs. Beaman, Mrs. Murray, and Mrs. Choate, 
clad in mourning. 

Mr. Choate madean eloquent address and was fol- 
lowed by others. At the banquet given by U.S. 
Grant Post at Brooklyn, on Monday evening, 
Generals Howard, Woodford, Siotum, Porter and 
Swayne, and the Hon. Chas. A. Boutelle were the 
principal speakers. Gen. Howard, responding to the 
toast ** Vicksburg—April 29, 1863," said: 


Tbe Mississippi bas immense bends like that of Vicksburg, 
where, apparently, a short artiticial caaal may cut off a 
city from navigation. In the spring, over thia vast region, 
many roads that are dry in summer become slimy and al- 
most impassable, sometimes they are overflowed, and 80 all 
movement upon them has to be suspended for months. 

Vicksbure was built upoo a high bluff of some 20 miles in 
extent, more or less. e@ may call the upper part by the 
Yazoo, “ Haines’s Bluff,” and the lower part, though not 
within the Vicksburg defences proper, “Grand Guif;” 
these bluffs, a sort of promontories, vary from 50 to 200 feet 
in elevation. 

In the spring of 1863, Vicksburg was occupied by the army 
of Gen. Pemberton, who held Haines’s Biuff above, Grand 
Gulf und Port Gibson below. His army was about 30,000 
strong. He had a thorough system of fortifications, well 
manned with cannon and well supported by infantry. Con- 
sidering the nature of tbe country, above and below, it is 
no wonder that Jefferson Davis pr 1 Vicksburg the 
“ Gibraltar’ of the Confederacy. Gen. Grant at the same 
time approaching from above had an army proper for field 
service of about 50,000 effectives, and a naval force, under 
Admiral Porter, of seven ironclads, besides abundant tran- 
sports and barges. 

Four plans of operations presented themselves. The first 
to cut off Vicksburg by a canal, so situated as to enable ves- 
sels to pass through it without being exposed to batteries at 
Vicksburg. The whole world pressed Grant to undertake 
this plan of operation; the canal was dug and partially tio- 
ished, when in a day the gigantic Mississippi came in to de- 
molish his work ; and at the same time the Confederates by 
their counter plans, obstructed the issue of the canal. 

The second was break through the Yazoo pass and 
come through various channels into the Yazoo, take Fort 
Pemberton and operate against * Haines’s bluff,” and the 
rear ot Vicksburg. The results of this effort brought some 
fruit, greatly trightened Mississippi farmers, but evidently 
was postponing the final object of the campaign. 

The third plan, which was to pass inte Lake Providence 
through the bayous and small streams, out into the Red 
river, and so co-operate with Banks comiog up from Louisi- 
ara; with him, cross the Mississippi below, take Port Hud- 
son, and then sweep back again to the rearof Vicksburw. 
This plan does not seem to bave been uu ered. 
It was too long an! too difficult, and would only serve for 
some contingent operations. In fact, it would but transfer 
the Vicksburg problem to Port Hudson with no greater 


chances of success. 

But all the trials during this wonderful springtime, of 
Naval menand Army men, developed their strength and 
energy and brought to the surface their skill when finally 
(the 4th) the actual plan was ado . Damely: to move the 
several corps, by land, down the west side of the Missiasippi 
to points opposite Grand Gulf; to have Grierson with his cav- 
alry sweep through Mississippi from Corinth southward, 
cut railroad communications, destroy brid sopplies ani 
all public property ; while the gallant Admiral Porter wis 
moving his fleet of gunboats, transports and barges, by 
night, down the swift Mississippi,to encounter a terrible 
fire from all the forts. After supplying the Army, to bom- 
bard Grand Gulf and transport Grant and lus troops across 
from west to east toa practicable landing. Such was the 
pian laughed at by Confederates, opposed strongly and con- 
scientiousiy nA every promineut officer of Grant's Army, 


yes, opposed by cPherson, and even 
triend and best adviser, Gen. Sherman; yet that desperate 
measure was adopted and executed, and the river was 
crossed to Bruinsburg, where, a faithful colored man bad 
told them, truly, there wasa practicable road. Then fol- 
lowed at once successful battle of Port Gibson: (Grand 
Gulf fell of itself); then Champion Hilla; then Jackson; 
then Big Black. To rejieve the pressure at the place of 
crossing, Sherman and Porter made a demonstration 
above, at Haines’s Biuffs; and then with extraordinar: 

swiftness Sherman’s force had returned to Miliiken's Bend; 
descended the river: crossed to Grand Gu!f,and pertici- 
pated in the Jackson campaign. The forces of ny

Joseph E. Johnston, with his relieving Army, which bad 
advanced as far as Champion Hills. In two battles it was 
beaten and driven the chance of return. 

Black was Pemberton’s desperate fight for Vicks- 
burg. There were, after that, dreadful charges by Graot's 
men up the steep ravines, often into the very outworks of 
the enemy; but Pemberton held his fort uatil hope of re- 
inforcements had ceased. Yes, ies 
were exbausted, and then, knowing that it was useless to 
attempt to hold out longer, on the 4th day of July, 1863, he 
surrendered witbout condition to Gen. Grant. The Missis- 
sippi was ours and the Confederacy severed, the one part 
from the other, beyond bope of reco ° 

In this accomplishment Gen. Grant bad able assistance 
from officers and men of both Army avd Navy; but the 
honor was his; there was a singular self-reliance in his 
planniog, a remarkable persistency ia bis operations, and ao 
ability in every direction, now c y demonstrated to be 
Napoleonic ia character. 

We do well to cherish the memory of sucha man. whem

AN OPEN LETTER TO ARMY CHAPLAINS. 


GENTLEMEN: You are aware that several efforts 
bave been made to convene a convocation of Army 
chaplains, at whickthey could be of mutual service 
to each other in discussing methods pertaining to 
the success of our work. A tumber of causes con- 
spired to prevent such a meeting, causing a number 
to give up in despair of ever securing a so much de- 
sired assembly. 1 address you this letter to call 
your attention to a meeting that we, as chaplains, 
should attend. As arule we are alone in our work, 
with very little help or sympathy. Company and 
other officers can and do get together and discuss 
their work and its various features. We are alone 
and too far apart to have such meetings. The Na- 
tional Educational Association will bold its annual 
meeting July 8 toll, at St. Paul, Minn. The secre- 
tary of the Association informs me that ‘it is de- 
sirable to have as members those engaged or in- 
terested in education in the Army.” The official 
bulletin containing full information on all subjects 
connected with the Association will be mailed you 
upon application to Mr. S. Sherin, St. Paul. The 
railroads will sel] tickets at one lowest first-class 
fare plus the membership fee, two dollars, for the 
round trip, good to August and Sept. 30, 1890. This 
meeting will be of especial interest to the chaplains, 
since our field has been enlarged by recept orders 
establishing post schools and the very liberal ap- 
propriation of 40 dollars per company to furnish 
posts with school appliances and to equip the men 
with an educational outfit. At this meeting there 
will be from twenty to thirty thousand educators, 
who go in their own time and at their own expense, 
tbus showing that they are interested in their work 
and in their own efficiency. Weare charged with 
disinterestedness and inactivity, and that our “ rank, 
title, and sure position for life does not conduce to 
the best interest of the men.” I think a disposition 
manifested to atiend such meetings, to increase our 
efficiency, will have a tendency to remove such im- 
pressions, asd it will show that we areas much in- 
terested in our work, as educators, as our fellow 
educators in civil life. 1 take this method of ad- 
dressing you because time will not allow me to ad- 
dress you individually.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A paper by Mr. Laird Clowes on ‘‘ Naval War- 
fare, 1869-1889, and Some of its Lessons,” will appear 
ina furtncoming part of the Journal of the Royal 
United Service Institution. 

Miss Lacey is the heroine of an extraordinar 
feat of swimming and endurance in connection wit 
the wreck of the Quetta. When the sbip suddenly 
went down, Miss Lacey succeeded in getting clear 
of the whirlpool caused by the subsidence. She 
then contrived to relieye herself of superfluous 
clotbing, and spent 12 hours clinging to the raft - 
and 20 hours swimming and floating about, without 
life- belt or any adventitious support. 

A pespatca from Berlin, April 29th, says: ‘‘ The 
Tageblatt contains an offensive article on the Amer- 
ican Navy, io which it isstated that Draconian laws 
and lack of proper discipline cause constant muti- 
nies and frequent desertions. The officers are de- 
clared to beof inferior social rank, and, while the 
Navy asa whole could easily whip some second or 
thira rate South American Republic, it would make 
buta poor show in a contest with a European 
power of equal status with the United States.” 

THE Army and Navy Gazette reports that if the 
engineer officers of the British Navy do not succeed 
in attaining their object, at least they huve worked 
hard for it. They bave learned the value of organi- 
zation and pulling together as no other class in the 
navy has, unless i. be the surgeons. They not only 
have a permanent committee, but support their com 
mittee in its laborsin a very practical way. They 
have their advocates in Parliament and in the press, 
and work the political lever for all the world like 
politicians. They do not appear to be afraid in Eng- 
land of naval organizations for promoting class in 
terests. 

A CONTROVERSY is just now going on between the 
Cowles Aluminum Bronze Co. of New York and B. 
H. Cramp and ©o., of Pmiladelphia, makers of man- 
ganese bronze, as to the relative merits of the two 
metals, especially for use in the manufacture of 
propellers for steamships. The Cowles Co. has set 
up aciaim that not ouly is their aluminum bronze 
better than.that made by the Philadelphia firm, but 
that they also make a batter manganese bronze. 
This has resulted in a direct challenge from B. H. 
Cramp and Co. for a competitive test to be conduct- 
ed at the New York hg a 4 the Burvau of 
Steam Engineering of the Navy. Engineer-in-Chief 
Melville has promised to have the tests properly 
conducted. Thus far manganese bronze has been 
more generally used for propellers, it being used in 
all the new shipsof the Navy soem the Petrel®

Sbe will coal 
at Norfolk and be in Baltimore not later than May 
10, and Jeave there May 14 for Haytian waters, 
where sbe will report to Rear Admiral Gherardi, 
commanding the North Atlantic equadror, as bis 
fiagsbin. Tbe Board of 4 of which Ad- 
miral Kimberly is president, bas reported that the 
vessel behaved admirably on her recent sea cruise, 
waking 16 knots under natural draught, and 8. koots 
with one boiler and one propeller and the other 
propeller dragging. 

F. C. Prinp&. C. E, U.S. N., has reprinted from 
the Electrical World his article on Wood Treatment 
Tests, Evaporation of Phenols, etc., from Creosoted 
Timber. He says, in concluding: “The results 
herein shown also confirm the importance and 
value of the recent improvements madein the man- 
ufacture of our wood-creosote oil, and exhibit in a 
‘striking manuer its superior qualities and value asa 
preserving agent. We propose to continue these ex- 
periments with a duplicate series of similar speci- 
mens, for comparison; also with the different voo- 
stituents of each kiad of ol separately, and still 
otbers for solubility, the resulis of which will be 
awaited with interest.”

ditions to the higher rates of speed, etc., and to offer 
them as the outcome of superior scientific observa- 
tion during the most recent experience with war- 
sbips at sea. The question, then, naturally arises, 
What is the occasion for such elaborate and persua- 
sive explanations upon matters which everybody 
seriously converned,in these days of ocean traffic, 
ougbt tou bave koown long before 1889, and which 
the most ord: nary experience must bave confirmed 
ever and over again.”

SQUADRON OF EVULUTION,. 


Apvices from Cor‘u, Ionian Isles, April 12tb, an- 
pounce that the olficers and men bave been put 
through a very systematic course of drill and target 
practice. 

The meu of the squadron were united into a brig- 
ade for evolutions ashore, and sham battles were 
practiced which cannot but prove of the greatest 
value.

“cavalryman of the wild and woolly West as a ro- 
mantic and heroiz being.” 





Tue New York Sun devotes about two columns 
and a halfto “‘Discontented Soldiers of Uo. E, Bat- 
talion of Engineers, at West Point.’’ The only 
trouble seems to be that the discipline maintained 
by the commanding officer is somewhat too strict 
to suit the notions of a few who appear to have en- 
listed under the idea that a soldier’s life consisted 
of plenty to get and nothing to do.

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BATTLESHIPS AGAIN. 

Tue New York Herald filled several columns of its 
last Sunday’s issue with an article, presenting in 
the usual sensational newspaper way the story of 
the defenceless condition of New York. With it 
are given the opinions of yarious persons on this 
subject, some of whom are evidently creations of 
the reportorial imagination. Like a woman's letter, 
the substance of this article is in its postcript. At 
the end we find this statement: 


Capt. J. N. Miller, who is on duty at the Navy-yard, served 
through the war on a monitor, and is particularily lovoked up 
to 8 un authority On thatarm of the Nuvy. He muaiataips 
that the monitor, if anythivg, will be the salvation of the 
country in the event of war witb a foreign nativn, but he 
deprecates many of the changes that have been made in the 
Ericsson model. 

“You can build a vessel on the modern plan,” he said, 
“with a low, free board. and all around fire, that will con- 
tend against any vessel that will be brought against ber from 
any country. She 1s absolutely invulnerable. Ali you bave 
got to do isto make cisplacement enough and you can put 
00 gli the armor you want. Now, when you commence to 
build your vessei with a turret system, with bivb treeboard, 
you must necessarily briog in a great many weak points, 
and tbey are not able tocontend against the lurge battle 
sbips of England or the great foreign Powers. You want a 
vessel Of moderately good speed. 

“ The monitor system, with the aid of our torpedoes and 
all that, could keep foreign vessels from getting pear enough 
to our large cities to shell them or place them waver contri- 
bution. To-day some of these large ships can get near 
enough to Sandy Hook to ancbor, and I think, without look- 
ing at the chert, they could throw sheil into New York City 
—certainly iuto parts ot Brooklyn. I think there13 no ques- 
tion about that. At present there is nothing existing to pre- 
vent this that I know of. Now it is absoiurely essential to 

rovide some means of driving those vesseis away, and my 

vea is the monitor 1s the thing. They would seck close 
uarters. Being practically invulnerable they would get 
the closest they could to the attackiug sbip.” 


Captain Wm. A. Kirkland, U. 8S. N., also said : 


“ Well, I pin my faith to monitors. I believe in making a 
broad monitor with just as ligbt a draugbt as possitle, so 
that she can get out of the way when necessary and the big 
ships can’t run ber down. Undoubtedly the best vessel for 
barbor service to day is the double-turreted monitor. She 
migbt be supplemented by the single-turreced monitor, but 
Me can get more fight out of the doubie-turreted monitor. 

hey don’t need to go very far out. For harbor defence 
they can get on the flats and sboals, where they canvot be 
— and no ship that floats can long withstand their 

re, 

“* What armament would you give them?” : 

“T would give them the biggest guns that could be got— 
16-inch, for iustance—anc make them handy to turn around, 
so that they could always keep their bows on, and have 
them well built forward so that they could not be rammed, 
Tam not a believer in the battiesbip. It takes five or six 
years to build one.” 

“* But should we not have ships for use on the outer line to 
intercept the enemy before he could get to bis coating 
Station, and fignt him there ?” 

“No; I would let them guand get all the coal they wanted, 
and whip them when they got here. If the United States is 
going to send out cruisers to meet ana fight foreign cruisers, 
she will bave to bave coaling stations, too,and we doo'town 
apy to-day.and acruiser without coal isn’t going (0 doa 
great deal of damage. If you propose to build an offensive 
fleet you must bave, primarily, coaling stations all over the 
world. You can't go out and doa intie fighting ané then 
rup back bere atter more coal. It must be clear to anyone 
that it is practically useless to build cruisers to destroy com- 
meres unless we have the means of supplying them with 
coal, 

“ But the Alabama got ber coal.” 

“ Well, the Alabama gut ber coal mostly in Eoglish ports. 
But there is not a place where coul could be furaished that 
England wouldn't bavea big line of battleships ready to 
meet you, no matter whom you were going to fight." 

‘ Md — do you think the fightiog distance will be in these 
ays 

“ I suppose five or six hundred yards. Then you waat to 
fire torpedoes out of your monitor.” 

Commander G. W. Pigman, of the League Island 
Navy-yard, said : 

“The monitor system is unquestionably the strong de- 
fence fcr us, The monitor bas revolutiovized naval war- 
fare. ltis the model of the best fighting ship afloat to-day. 
One of its advantages is the yery smail target it presents to 
theenemy. It is a gooc floating battery for harbor defence, 
and is just the thivg for fighting in smovuth water. Woaile 
not invulnerable it 1s difficult to penetrate, its turrets being 
beavy and 01 smz!l aimensions. It Las no speciu!l speed, but 
is easy to bandie.” 

So it would appear that the believers in what are 


called battleships are not the only ones in the Service. 
A French sailor who has recently published a work 
entitled ‘‘ Marins et Naivres Ancicns et Modernes,” 
also aims a sly shaft at those armorclads which are 
in such dread of the consequences of action to them- 
selves that they end by doing nothing at all, and 
are like those watch dogs whom their masters even 
are afraid of. 

In some remarks before the United Service Insti- 
tution on Feb. 15, 1889, Sir Nathaniel Barnaby 
said : ‘It can be of no use to attempt to give pro- 
tection against shot. I know that in France where 
they have enormous ironclads of 11,000 and 12,000: 
tons, they are as nervous as can be over this fact 
that the whole of their batteries can be searched 
out by machine gun fire. They know that, and 
they do not see how toremedy it.” This is true of 
every type of so called battle ship. Spend 
your $166,490,000 if you will upon the 35. 
‘battle ships” of various endurance, according to 
the naval programme, but we protest that 
expenditures for ‘‘battle ships” should not be al- 
lowed to interfere with appropriations for more im- 
perative and more immediate necessities. We do 
not, of course, expect that monitors should be used 
for eruisers. This was never Ericsson's idea, for 
whatever may have been claimed for his vessels by 
others he quite understood their limitations. But 
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there is nothing to prevent their use for the defence 
of harbors, and of such waters as Puget Sound and 
of the Nicaragua Canal when it is built. 

WE observe that some one who has a lively per- 
sonal or pecuniary interest in the expenditure of 
$166,490,009 on battleships has issued from Wasb- 
ington an anonymous publication containing the 
arguments in favor of this class of vessels appear- 
ing in the daily papers. There is evidently a con- 
certed ¢ffort to boom the battleship at the expense 
of everything else in the way of defence. 





PAY OF NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 


For more than a quarter of a century we have 
been interested observers of military and naval 
legislation. It can do no harm, and it may do some 
good, to assert asthe result that there has been 
noted, and with much regret, a vast preponder- 
ance of effort and influence expended in bebalf of 
legislation for the immediate and personal benefit of 
those least requiring legislation. Under all kinds of 
suggestions for advancing ‘‘the interests of the 
Service,” measures have been proposed, bills intro- 
duced, and enactments obtained which, when pro- 
mulgated, advanced only the interests of those 
already well favored. 

The great foundation—the enlisted men who form 
the excuse for the existence of the Army, and who 
have a strong, if not the strongest, claims upon 
influence, sympatby, aye, charity—have been left too 
much to their own devices, until oflate. This is less 
true of the Navy than of the Army. In the Navy, 
while officers never cease to struggle for more rank, 
more pay, and more privileges for themselves, they 
do not forget ‘‘ Jackie,” whose present status leaves 
little to be desired, in spite of the Court-martial of 
Commander McCalla. Cosgress has made his 
ration sumptuous and, by extraordinary power in 
him vested, the President has increased his pay 
from time to time until the average is now nearly 
double that of his brother in the Army. 

While the Chief Magistrate can thus add at his 
pleasure dollars to the wages of a sailor be cannot 
add a penny to the pay of a soldier. That must be 
cone by law. The sailor who serves three years 
gets three months’ time within which to re-enlist, 
and then three months full pay asa bounty, but the 
soldier gets but one month, and that without 
pay. If hebe discharged in Arizona and live in 
Maine, it matters not. He must re-enlist for five 
years more within one month, and that without 
bounty, or lose the opportunity to earn the $2a 
month more than before, for continuous service, $1 
of which is withheld until discharged. Thus, while 
the sailor gets two periods of three months each in 
less than seven years, the soldier gets but thirty 
days in ten years. 

The Navy is militant, progressive, envious and 
highly imitative. It wants everything it sees, and 
the range of its vision is great. It not only adopts 
the best it finds in other navies, but actively seeks 
all that it finds desirable in the Army. Many ofits 
enlisted men get $60, $65 and $70 a month. A 
“seaman apprentice” gets $24, or more pay than 
his father, who may be a 1st sergeant of artillery ; 
but the Army doesn’t seem to care. 

The 1ecent excellent recommendation of Adjutant 
General Kelton, to increase the pay of non-commis- 
sioned ¢ fficers frcm one-third to about one-half of 
what is paid in the Navy, should receive the earnest 
support of every officer, for there is no proposition 
before Congress more absolutely meritorious than 
this. 

What officer can overestimate the benefit to his 
command and advantage to himself of this modest 
increase? Would it not unquestionably secure and 
retain better men and thus really promote not only 
“the interests of the Service,” but the official and 
personal happiness of every officer ? 

The large number of petitions coming into Con- 
gress daily for an increase of pay of non commis- 
sioned officers of the Army has awakened the com- 
maittees to the necessity of doing something in this 
direction. In conversation with a JOZRNAL corre- 
spondent this week, General Cutcheon, chairman 
of the House Military Committee, said that this 
would be the next important subject taken up by 
the committee, and, although the House had been 
unusually liberal in dealing with military measures ' 





this winter, he thought the justice of the claims of 
this worthy class so manifest that the committee 
would not be considered too rapacious in asking for 
this additional favor. He believes the request will 
meet with favor, notwithstanding the increase in 
appropriatiors which necessarily follow. It is his 
opinion that the gap between the pay of a non- 
commissioned officer and a second lieutenant is en- 
tirely too wide to be consistent with the rules of 
promotion and the true interests of the Service. In 
framing the proposed legislation, he expects that 
the committee will have this idea in view. It is 
seemingly the intention to report one general bill 
rearranging the rates of pay for all non-commis- 
sioned officers, line and staff. There are separate 
and distinct bills on the subj:ct now pending be- 
fore the committee. 








THE NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 


It is gratifying to observe that the Naval Appro- 
priation Bill carried with it an item for the prope 
continuance of the work of the Naval War College 
separate and distinct from that of the Torpedo Sta- 
tion, with which it was by the late administration 
of the Navy Department forced to amalgamate. It 
certainly speaks well for those officers who devoted 
their energies to building up the college, that they 
should have been altogether willing to voluntarily 
maintain the course of lectures during an enforced 
association with the Torpedo Station,repugnant alike 
to the Bureau of Ordnance and that of Naviga- 
tion. The present appropriation which authorizes 
the construction of the college building upon 
Coaster’s Harbor Island restores the normal situa 
tion, and with the Training Station under the 
Bureau of Navigation there will no be conflict of 
authority. 

With the college once. settled in its own build- 
ing, there will be ample scope for each of the three 
departments of what is in reality a training school, 
to carry on its work ; and when the gunnery ship 
for which provision has been made is added, the 
plant will be quite complete. When these are all 
at work, we may expect to see the whole united 
under one head, and the Newport Naval Station con- 
stituted; following out the recommendation of the 
Pbythian Board that the senior officer shall repre- 
sent the department, just as the commandant of the 
pavy-yard or the superintendent of the Naval Aca- 
demy does. It has been a travesty on naval ad- 
ministration that the existence of three separate 
and independent establishments within pistol shot 
of each other should have been permitted, and it is 
to be hoped that this anomalous and acephalous 
condition will soon be a thing of the past. 








Ir is not likely that the assault by the Senator 
from Texas, Mr. Reagan, upon the retired list of the 
Army, will result in anything. Yet it is well to re- 
frain from pushing attempts to increase the number 
or the emoluments of retired officers lest occasion 
be given for further criticism. This view of the 
case is one we have urged upon the attention of the 
Army for some years, for “the prudent man fore- 
seeth the evil and hideth himself:” not, perhaps, a 
strictly military procedure, but one that has its ad- 
vantages. Oritics should remember, however, that 
the Army is not responsible for the liberality of 
Corgress in loading the retired list with men who 
could only find place upon it by virtue of special 
legislation. This is always objectionable, and as 
Congress is here to-day and gone to-morrow, the 
permanent establishment suffers accordingly. As 
a refuge for officers who have done legal duty until 
they have passed the limit of age, or whose services 
have disatled them, the retired list is a 
most necessary institution. It should not, however, 
be brought into discredit by being made to serve as 
an asylum for disabled ex-soldiers, however worthy 
they may be. Many of those against whom Senator 
Reagan directs his animadversions could assure him 
that if they are no longer on active duty it is be- 
cause Congress so wills it and not because of any 
seeking upon their part. To force a man into re- 
tirement and then hedge him about with all sorts 
of restrictions upon freedom of action is neither 
justice nor wisdom. So far as possible occasions 
should be found for putting retired officers on duty 





such as accords with their positions and possibili- ' 


ties. The trouble with much of our legislation is 
that it lacks system. Instead of building on an in. 
telligent plan, our legislation for the Army 1s too 
much a thing of shreds and patches. A statute is 
enacted to meet some general purpose, and then 
begins the work of adding a bit here or a bit there, 
or lopping off this feature or that, to meet the de- 
mands of individuals or special classee—until sym- 
metry is gone and a call arises for reforming 
away altogether an institution most necessary and 
useful in itself. Let the Senator poimt out the 
special defects of the retired list, if there are any, 
but do not let him enact the part of the man who 
burnt the temple at Ephesus that he might make 
himself known. 





Previous to the war with France, the habits of 
the Prussian officer seem to have been sufficiently 


‘| simple. But with success came some relaxation of 


rigor and in 1875 Kaiser Wilhelm found occasion to 
rebuke the luxurious tendencies of his officers. The 
present Emperor of Germany has thought it neces- 
sary to repeat this warning and to confine the ex- 
penditares of his officers within fixed limits. This 
action is the fitting accompaniment of the recent 
order lowering the scale of private incomes neces- 
sary to secure commissions, fixing the minimum at 
45 marks monthly for aspirants for commissions in 
the Rifles, Foot Artillery and Pioneers, 75 for those 
who seek commissions in the field artillery, and in 
the cavalry 150 marks monthly. It is well in all 
armies to discourage luxury and display, even on 
the part of those whose private incomes admit of 
it. Officers are subject to like conditions and should 
be, so far as possible, confined to the accepted 
methods of the service to which they belong. The 
German idea of requiring the possession of some 
private income is an excellent one, though difficult 
of application to this country. 








THe New York Sun, referring to the approaching 
changes of artillery, infantry and cavalry regi- 
ments, says: ‘‘ Uncle Sam doesn’t believe in allow- 
ing his soldiers to stay too long at atime at one 
post. He isa fair-minded old gentleman, and, as 
some posts are a good deal pleasanter to live in 
than others, it is only justice that there should 


be some sort of succession to the good posts. So- 


every year there is some changing about among the 
posts of the land, and it generally falls to the lot of 
each command to get a change of air every five or 
six years.” Not always. 





Tue Army has received and read with mingled 
feelings, G. O. 45, A. G. O., publishing the act ap- 
proved April 11, 1890, amending the 103d Article 
of War. We confess to a kindly feeling for the 
article as it stood previous to amendment, but feel 
more satisfied with the new arrangement in view 
of the saving provision that the ‘limitation shall 
not begin until the end of the term for which said 
person was mustered into the Service.”

It is explained that the International 
‘Conference could only recommend, and that it was 
the regularly accredited ministers plenipotentary 
who, April 28, signed the treaty for reference to 
their respective governments.

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSIUN, 


The joint resolution permitting Lieut. Henry R. 
Lemly, U.S. A., to accept from the Government of 
Colowbia the position of instructor in the National 
Military School at Bogota and the emoluments per- 
taining thereto was passed by both Houses of Con- 
gress during the present week. 

Tne Senate Committee on Apgregsiotions, has 
completed consideration of the Army Appropria- 
tion Bill, with the exception of the provisions for 
mileage and contract surgeons. Several members 
of the committee are dispored to apply the pruning 
koife to these provisions. Indeed, the full commit- 
tee bas present? agreed to reduce the pumber of 
contract surgeons to from 50 to 40, and Senators 
Cockrell and Plumb are working bard to secure a 
reduction in the rate allowed for mileage. They 
argue that mileage should not be provided as an 
emolument, but as a re-imbursement for actual ex- 
penses. It is Mr. Cockrell’s opinion that a per diem 
allowance should be made in lieu of mileage, as in 
the English servive. $4 per day in addition to ac- 
tual cost of transportation, is about whut be con- 
tiders reasouable. The action of the committee on 
tLis question is awaited with great interest by Army 
officers. The committee is understood to have 
voted down the ayy of the puymaster-gen- 
eral to allow mileage to be paid in sdvance to offi- 
cers travelling long aistances. They hold that the 
civil service is satisiied with the present method of 
paying for travelling expenses and they can see no 
reason for making an exception in the case of the 


military. 

The Senate Military Committee devoted most of 
its session on Thursday last,to the consideration 
of the Hawley bill, in regard to the examination of 
officers before promotion, and consequently the 
eeven regiment artillery bill bad to lay over 
until the next me:ting. After a full free discussion 
on the promoton. question, the committee finally 
devided to report a substitute for the Hawley pro- 
motion bill, No. 3162. This substitute is similar to the 
Cutcbeon bill recently reported by the House Mili- 
tary Committee, except tbat it exempts the present 
first lieutenants from the proposed system of lineal 
promotion, as lately recommended by Secretary of 
Wear and Commanding General of the Army re- 
ferred to elsewhere, and provides that “the President 
may waive the examination for prumotion to avy 
grade in the case of any officer, who, in pursuance of 
pomp | law has passed a satisfactory examination 
for such grade prior to the passage of this act.’’ The 
com wittee also authorized favorable reports on tbe 
bull which recently passed the House, No. 7989. pro- 
viding for summary courts for the trial of enlisted 
men and prescribing specific penalties for minor 
offences, and H. R. 12, authorizing the improvement 
of Fort Sewall by the Marblehead, Mass., city au- 
thorities. No action was taken in the case of 
Father Galvin to be post chaplain, which is the 
only nominution now pending before the committee. 

seaator Ingalls introduced on Monday a bill grant- 
ing a pension of $6 a mouth to all persons who

be for some days. 

The Senate Committee on Appropriations is delv- 
ing deep into the question of fortifications. A bhear- 
ing was given to the Ordnance and Fortification 
Board, ali the members being present, and the Sec- 
retary of War on Wednesday. Un Toursday Gen. 
Benét and his assistants were called, and during the 
latter part of the week private maoutacturers and 
inventors were given a hearing, among them — 
Mr. Hunt, of the Boston lron Works; Mr. Wm. H. 
Emery, Mr. Atweil, representing the inventor of 
emmensite and gellite, and representatives of the 
Sims Eaison torpedo. The intentivn is to continue 
the consideration of the Fortification bill until a 
satisfactory conclusion can be reached on several 
important points—first, is 1t wise to continue the 
appropriations for the enlargement of the Water- 
viet Arsenal for the manufacture of the largest 
calibre guns? second, what action shall be taken on 
tbe proposition to establisb another foundry on the 
Pacific Slope? third, can guns be built to better ad- 
vautige by the Goveroment than by private con- 
tract? and, fourth, what is the best to be done to 
encourage the private manufacturer? 

House bill , giving military status to the em- 
ployees of the Coast Survey, who served during the 
war, was on Apiil 29 favorably acted upon by the 
House Military Committee, with an amendment 
providing for certificates showing tne service act- 
ually performed, without conferring any rank, the 
same as in tne case of contract surgeons, whose bill 
was reported last week.

80 much of persons see king com mis-ions in war time, but in 
time of peace when weare training the young for service as 
officers in the srwies of the future, we should demand fit- 
ness for the work, and if commanding officers and boards 
reject salocn keepers and political tricksters, (our regiment 
has two of the first class as captai organizations will 
send better men, In every town may be teurd bright, ac- 
tive, busy mep. well trained in drili—in our Army or in col- 
leges—in the National Guard, who will accert commands, 
and in every case the commission should be held for the 
best man. The Ohio regiment of artillery sbows the results 
of careful selection of officers. The commission in the Le 
ment is a guaraniee that the bolder is a thorough gent 
man, well trained in bis duties, and of excellent standing 
in bis locality. In the last few months five candidates have 
been rejected by the board, the work ef the board ap- 
proved by C. O. and Adjutant-General, and the batteries are 
casting about for better material. e Board of Exam- 
ivers does work 1p tbe Artillery, and wil! sbow the sa ne 
good results if applied to the regiments of infantry.

The gray, smokeless. Swedish powder, invented 
by Mr. Skoglund, bas quite recently been tested in

On March 27 some experimental shooting took 
place at Fins espouse witb a new rapid-firing gu eoa- 
structed by Mr. Harold Tbronsen, with resuita cea. 
sidered exceedingly satisfactory. Several serivs of 
ten shots were fired. and all compassed within 2% 

seconds. All tbe shots hit the target within a snace 
of 245 millimetres high and 170 millimetres broad. 





In Relgium the essais 4 outrance with guns of 
Belgian make still go ou, although tbe au‘hori'ies, 
vressed on every band, bave not consented to put 
the Krupp guns to like’ tests. A mortars’ 87¢ a. 
bas been submitted to a tension of about 5.000 u: mo- 
spberes, though it was constructed for L.iv0 omy. 
Agunof 12 cm. made for 2.000 atmospheres bas 
stood 5,000, and a second specimen, which is #tili he- 
ipg tortured, bas gone beyond that. Two mortas 
of 15 om. were burst, without any information being 
secured as to the pressure, through some stupidity, 
A shelling piece of 15 cm., intended for 1 700 atmo. 
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spheres, has resisted more than 6.000; and a gun of 
the sane calibre, made for 2,400 atmospheres, has 
resisted 8,000; while a second specimen, still in the 
hands of the torturers, has been subjected to even a 
greater pressure than that. Herr Krupp throws 
cold water upon the Belgian resiatance trials, and 
says that the level of the trials bas been reduced be- 
low that hitherto required for hisown guns. This, 
of course, is stoutly denied, and a Liege paper as- 
serts that it would be impossible to find a lower 
Jevel than that of the trials of the Essen products in 
Belgium. “The makers of Belgian steel would 
have been ashamed to ask such ridiculous tests for 
their metal.” In the final comparative trials at Be- 
verloo the Belgian mortars and shelling: pieces were 
shown to be incontestably superior in accuracy of 
fire, the fire of the Krupp pieces giving lateral devi- 
ations which were sometimes considerable. With 
the 15-cm. gun tbe difference between the two 
pieces was less notable, but, as an officer of the Bel- 
gian Engineers writing to the Belgique Militaire al- 
leges, that was due to the fact that the Royal foun- 
dry had been obliged to pregerve generally the 
Krupp model in regard to form, weight and pro- 
jectiles. 

According to a French paper, the melinite projec- 
tiles which are being issued to a few ships by way of 
trial, are ticklish objects to handle. The other day, 
when some seamen were engaged in filling shells of 
tbis nature, one of them dropped on the deck and 
immediately exploded by the concussion of its fall. 
Although the projectile was small, being intended 
only for the quick-firing guns of the Duguesclin, the 
man, who was standing near, was nedriy blown to 
pieces by the force of the explosion. His head was 
split open and his arms and legs partially severed 
from his body. Itis evident that there are disad- 
vantages in the use of some of the more recent re- 
sources of civilization.

The representative in Washington of the Rod- 
mann-Tilford method of tempering steel informs us 
that they have arranged with Uarnegie, Phipps and 
Co., of Pittsburg, for the manufacture of a large 
steel plate of the dimensions called for by the Navy 
Department’s circular, which they expect to receive 
and put through their process of bardening in time 
for submission to the Department for test during 
the present fiscal year. 








A LESSON OF THE AMERICAN WAR. 


To the volume recently published by Lieut. Ar- 
thur L. Wagner, 6th Inf., the London Army and 
Navy Gazette devotes an editorial in its issue of 
Aprillz. Of it the Guzette says: 


* The outline maps which accompany his book are 
too small and confused to be satisfactory. We may 
at the outset correct Lieut. Wagner’s hypothesis 
that Von Benedek’s unfavorable opinion of the 
Prussians—by the bye, he was not field marshal, as 
Lieut. Wagner calls him, but Feld-Zeugmeister von 
Benedek—was generally felt, because the war of 
1864 had given observant military critics in Europea 
very high opinion of the Prussian troops and their 





Among the questions considered at this special 
ineeting was the request from the Bureau of Ord- 


armament. lu this country, Sir Hope Grant, and 
several officers who might be called prominent, ex- 





pressed their belief that the Prussians would be vic- 
torious, before ashot was fired. Lieut. Wagver is 
not aware that Benedek always attributed a large 
shars in the disasters of the campaign to Gen. Clam- 
Gallas, who was ordered not to engage should 
Prince Frederick Charles and the Elbe army com- 
bine in an attack on him. Clam-Gallas attributed 
bis defeat to an Imperial Archduke, and the King 
of Saxony had to share to some degree in the oblo- 
quy. Whatever the cause, it is certain that the rout 
of the Austrians and Saxons at Gitcbin arrestei the 
whole movement of Benedek’s army from Josef- 
stadt, converted it into a confused and disorderly 
concentration on the right bank of the Elbe outside 
the fortress of Koniggratz, and did much to disor- 
ganize aud demoralize the united [mperial and 
Saxon armies. Benedek credited himself with the 
plan of a cawpaign to which Gitchin gave the death 
blow. The misfortuues which followed were the 
natural consequences of the complete frustration of 
his scheme. Benedek was unfortunate at the same 
time on the left and on the right of his central posi- 
tion on the Elbe. The Crown Prince was advancing 
rapidly towards Dubenetz, aud Benedek could not 
now throw tbe corps with which he intended, before 
the Crown Prince could arrive, to overwhelm 
Prince Frederick Charles near Gitchin. If he had at 
once turned with his whole force upon the Crown 
Prince, he would bave had great chances in his fa- 
vor. The vigor of his resistance on the line of Bis- 
tritz checked the whole of the first army, and ex- 
hausted its resources almost to tbe last reserve. 
“Lieut. Wagner, in bis account of the battle, 
which is generally exact and clear, makes a mistake 
when be says that the Crown Prince could trace the 
direction of the lines of the Austriansand Prussians 
in the valley of the Bistritz from the heights of 
Choteborak. He could do nothing of the kind. In 
fact, so little did he know of the position, that he 
directed the march of bis columns to a clump of 
green trees (Zum grunen Baum) on the rising 
grouad to the east of Chlum, than which, as it bav- 
pened, he could have steered no better course. In 
his criticisms on the action, the American officer 
takes a natural pridein pointing out that the sum 
total of the killed aud wounded at Gettysburg was 
more, though the combined strength of the armies 
was less than that of ‘the Austrian army alone; but 
Gettysburg lasted three days. It is impossible to 
say, if Benedek had been Lee, and his army Confed- 
erate, that they would not bave stood their ground

FOREIGN ITEMS, 


Tue Powers have acknowledged, in very courte- 
ous terms, the receipt of the notification of the es- 
tablishment by France of a blockade on the Daho- 
meyan coast. 


Tue wife of the Shah of Persia has recently been 
operated on in Vienna for blindness caused by glau- 
coma. On the day of the operation the three 
eunuchs of the lady's suite insisted on remaining in 
the room, and almost assaulted the oculist when he 
asked the lady to remove ber veil. The eunuchs 
proposed that the veil should be cut around the eye 
when it was necessary to see that organ, but uo- 
where else. The Persian Minister and the eu nuchs 
bad to be removed by force before the operation 
could be proceeded with. 


THe Army and Navy Gazette says: *“ A loan of 
two millions sterling was recently raised in Paris 
for the purchase of ships-of-war for Portugal. A 
uaval delegation has also been sent to New York to 
conclude contracts for the construction of four firat- 
class cruisers resembling the Philadelphia, and a 
second class cruiser of 3,500 tons, capable of steam- 
ing 19 knots.

to dive on a gradual plane, and disturbs the water 
above it, thus betraying its presence. The Goubet is 
now so perfect that it can be steered in any direc- 
tion, can double about with extraordinary speed, or 
stop quite still, and remain under water several 
hours.

ACCIDENTS TO STEAM MACHINERY. 


Tue Army and Navy Gazette thinks it is remark- 
able that, duriog a p~riod ot 30 years, only one ship 
of the Royal Navy bas actualiv broken ber shaft at 
sea, 8nd tbat one was the old James Watt, off Malta, 
in 1260. Two most serious accidents have recently 
bappened to the machinery of seagoing sbips—one 
in the Royal Navy, the other in the mercantile ma- 
rive. Neither disaster could bave occurred, it bolda, 
bad the services and duties of the two sbips been re- 
versea. So far as we know, it is not on record, that 
in any merchant sbip a sheet of flame has suddenly 
les} t out of the asbpits into the stokehold, witb the 
unex pectedness of a flash of lightning, and slain or 
iD~imed those unfortuoate enough to be in its way. 
And vet this peculiar phenomenon has occurred oa 
sev: ral previous occasions when ber Majesty’s sbips 
bave been undergoing their steam trials, though 
bhupp'ty witbouct the fata: results which will cause 
the Burracouta’s pame to be loog remembered at 
Sberrness. Tbe conclusions arrived pt by the coro- 
per's jury, aided by tbe guidance of experts, is that 
tre water dripping trom the tubes was converted 
into steam, which prevented the flame finding its 
woy 'brougb them, and that it therefore shot out 
in'o tbe stokehoid instead. But to this theory tue 
Guzette objects that it assumes that all the tubes 
guste eay at once, and that the sudden leakage of 
Water was ipstantaneously converted into a volume 
of -teum sufficient to produce the * blockmg” effect 
which is said to have led tothe calamity. The mis- 
bap to ‘be engine of the City »f Paris, which might 
so eantly Dave turved out w thousaud times worse 
thn tee Barracouta’s, is much essier to understand 
in tact, there is pow no mystery about it at ail. 











The screw shaft of the port engine snapped clean 
like a carrot; the engine, freed from the re- 
sistance of the propeller, raced for a few seconds at 
a frightful velocity, and. as was inevitab!e, at once 
collapsed and crumbied under the extravagant 
strain. Had the City of Paris beea Sited with e 
really tru-twortby governor, theshaft indeed would 
have broken, but its breaking would have inflicted 
no damage on the engine. To be efficient, a gov- 
erpor must be continuous in working and absolu- 
tely automatic iv action. It must diminish or en- 
tirely shut off the steam when required, in tbe calm- 
est weather as when the shipis pitching bows un- 
der. No governor that depends for its action on the 
varying height of a column of water, consequent on 
& vessel’s motion, is worth the trouble and expense 
of fitting. It is worse than useless, because it 
tempts people to rely on an uvtrustworthy instru- 
ment. Yetof this type, we are informed, was the 
one fitted in the City of Paris. Manifestly it could 
avail nothing 1n smvoth water.
